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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  daily  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and     delivered  to 
New  York  (No.   10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar      Exchange)  , 
averaged  23.05  cents  per  pound  during  May,     up  nearly  20  percent  from  the  average 
of  19.25  cents  for  April  and  about     95  percent     above  the    price  objective 
specified  in  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,     as  amended  in    October  1971. 

Despite  record  high  prices  for  raw  sugar     during     the     last  half  of 
May  and  the  first  half  of  June,     demand  for  sugar  remains     strong.  Reported 
sales  by  primary  distributors  were  at  a  record     rate    during      January,  February 
and  April  and  in  May  were  the  highest  since  1951. 

Sales     in  1974  through  June  8  totaled  4,907,000  short  tons,     raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  compares  with  sales  of  4,679,000 
tons  and  4,617,000  tons,  respectively,  reported  sold     through      June  8  of 
1973  and  1972.     However,  at  year-end  1973  there    were    6,000  tons  of  sugar 
constructively  delivered,  i.e.,     sugar  sold  and  charged  to    quotas  during 
December  1973  but  physically  delivered     in  January  and  February  of  1974. 
Constructive  deliveries  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972  and  88,000     tons  in 
1971.     Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  June  8,  1974,  totaled 
4,913,000  tons  compared  with  4,809,000  and  4,705,000  tons,  respectively, 
physically  delivered  through  June  8,  19  73  and  19  72. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  June  1,  1974,  totaled  2,101,000  short  tons,     raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  72,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  503,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  last  year.       Beet  pro- 
cessors' stocks  of  1,143,000  tons  were  down  25,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
April    and    down  49,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May  last    year.     Raw  and  re- 
fined sugar  stocks  reported  on  hand  by  all  cane  sugar      refiners  totaled 
677,000  tons,  up  19,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  but  down  303,000  tons 
from  the  end  of  May  1973. 

Regionally,     deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  states  of  des- 
tination totaled  68,350,000  hundredweight  during    January-April  1974. 
This  was  an  increase  of  5.5  percent  over  the  same  period    last    year  with 
increases  occurring  in  all  five  of  the  geograDhic  regions.  Deliveries 
were  up  most  in  the  West — 10.2  percent  followed  by     the  North    Central  up 
6.3  percent,     the  South  up  5.2  percent,  the  Mid-Atlantic  up  2.1  percent  and 
the  New  England  region  up  1.3  percent.     Thirty -nine  states  received  more 
sugar  during  the  1974   period,  11  received  less.       Increases  of    more  than 
100,000  hundredweight  were  recorded  in  nine  states.     Illinois  had  the  largest 
increase — 1,099,000  hundredweight,   followed  by  California  up     529,000  and 
Delaware  up  358,000.     Of  the  11  states  where  reported  deliveries  declined, 
only  Wisconsin  was  down  as  much  as  100,000  hundredweight. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  types  of  buyers     during  the 
first  quarter  of  1974  were  up  6.2  percent  to  industrial  users     as     a  group, 
as  compared  to  the  first  quarter  of  1973  while  deliveries  of     sugar  for 
consumption  in  homes  and  institutions  increased  8.6  percent.       All  of  the 
seven  industrial  type  users  received  more  sugar  during  the  1974  quarter. 
Deliveries  for  use  in  non-food  products,  a    relatively  minor  industrial 
use,  increased  the  most,  25.2  percent,  followed  by    bakery,     cereals  and 
allied  products  up  12.9  percent,  confectionery  and  related  products  up 
10.9  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  6.8  percent,  multiple  un- 
classified food  uses  up  3.4  percent,  beverages  utc  1.5  percent  and  canners , 
etc.  up  0.1  percent. 
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Deliveries  to  non-indus trial  tyoe  users  during  the     first       quarter  of 
1974  were  up  in  all  four  of  the  categories,     as  coirroared    with     the  same 
quarter  of  1973.     Deliveries  to  retail  grocers,     including      chain  stores 
and  super  markets,  were  up  the  most — 16.2  percent     followed      by  unclassified 
uses,  including  deliveries  to  Government  agencies,     a        relatively  minor 
category,  up  14.5  percent;  deliveries  to  wholesale     grocers,  jobbers  and 
sugar  dealers  were  up  4.0  percent  and  deliveries  to  hotels  restaurants  and  in- 
stitutions were  up  2.4  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,       by  primary 
distributors  during  the  first  quarter  of  1974,  were  up  6.1  oercent  over 
those  of  the  first  quarter  of  19  73.     Deliveries  of  bulk     cane     sugar,  which 
accounted  for  about  64  percent  of  all  bulk    sugar      deliveries     during  the 
1974  period,  increased  22.7  percent  while     deliveries     of    bulk    beet  sugar 
declined  14.1  percent. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,     by    primary  distributors 
during  January-March  1974,  were  down  9.0  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
quarter  of  1973;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  about 
80  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  deliveries  during     the     1974    period  were  down 
10.8  percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar     declined      1.0  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet     sugar      in     consumer-size      packages  (less 
than  50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  17.0    percent     larger  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1974  than  during    the      comparable      quarter    of  1973. 
Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages,     which     in      the  1974 
quarter  accounted  for  83  percent  of  all  consumer-size    packages  reported 
delivered  during  the  period,     increased  18.2  percent    while  similarly 
packaged  beet  sugar  deliveries  increased  11.7  percent. 

First  quarter  1974  deliveries  of  industrial     and  institutional  pack- 
ages  (granulated  sugar  50  pounds  or  more),  both  beet  and  cane,  increased 
17.0  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  quarter  of  1974.       Cane     sugar,  which 
comprised  about  79  percent  of  the  total  reported  delivered  in  the  19  74 
quarter  increased  24.6  percent,    while  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  similarly 
packaged  declined  4.8  percent. 

The  daily  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  Daid  and     delivered  to  New 
York  (No.   10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  averaged 
18.03  cents  per  pound  during  January-May  1974,  up  from  9.54  cents  during  the 
comparable  period  of  1973.     The  steadily  rising  trend  in  the  quotation 
which  developed  during  April  and  May  has  continued  during  June.     On    June  17 
the  quotation  was  at  27^00  cents  per  pound,  and  for  the  period  June  1-17  it 
averaged  25.91  cents,  compared  with  10.28  cents  during     June  1-17  of  1973. 

v 

During  the  period  under  review,  wholesale  refined  sugar  price  quota- 
tions continued  to  rise,  reflecting  increases  in  raw  sugar    prices.  In- 
creases were  announced  by  interested  sellers  in  all    pricing  regions. 

On  May  21,  1974,  interested  sellers  of  refined  cane  sugar  announced  an  increase 
of  1.5  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  price  for  industrial  sugars  sold  at  wholesale 
in  the  Northeast,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-West  regions  effective  close 
of  business  the  same  day.     This  increased  the  price  quotation    for  refined 
sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis  pack — from  28.10  to  29.60 
cents  per  pound.     However,  the  announcements  stated  that  they  would  con- 
sider orders  until  the  close  of  business  May  22  at  pre-announced  prices. 
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On  June  10,   cane  sugar  refiners     announced     a     further     increase     or  2.4 
cents  per  pound  in  their  quoted  prices  for     refined     sugar     sold     at  whole- 
sale, increasing  the  quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  from  29.60     cents  to 
32.00  cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast,   Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-west 
regions.     The  increase  was  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  business     June  10 
with  provision  for  consideration  of  orders  through  June  12  at  pre-announce- 
ment  prices. 

Sellers  of  beet  sugar  in  the  Chicago-west  and  Northwest  Intermountain 
regions  announced  an  increase  of  1.25  cents  per  Dound  in  the  quoted  price 
for  industrial  sugars,  effective  May  30.     This  increased  the  quoted  price 
for  100-pound  bags  from  27.95  cents  to  29.20  cents  in    the  Chicago-west 
region  and  from  27.75  cents  to  29.00  cents  per  Dound  in  the  Intermountain 
Northwest . 

Further  announced  increases  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  re- 
fined sugar  sold  in  the  Chicago-west  region  raised  the  quoted    Drice  for 
beet  sugar  to  31.60  cents  per  pound,  effective  June  15. 

In  the  Pacific  coast  region,   announced  price  advances  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale,  both  beet  and  cane,  had  increased  the  quoted  price  for  100-pound 
bags  to  30.10  cents  per  pound  by  mid-June. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold     at  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper    bags     and  in    bulk    by       regions.       Significant  variations  of 
actual    prices     from    quoted  prices    may  be     found  in     certain  regions, 
reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive  conditions.

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii     through        Mav  11,     19  74  totaled 
149,999  short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  344,629  tons     produced  through 
May  12,  1973.     The  significantly  lower  production  in  1974    is  attributable 
in  part  to  the  strike  of  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's 
Union  (ILWU)  which  closed  the  Hawiian    sugar  plantations  in  1974  during  the 
period  March  9  through  April  16 . 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.   11  Contract  of  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)   f.o.b.  and  stowed  at    Greater  Caribbean 
ports  averaged  23.65  cents  per  pound  during  May,  up  from  21.77  cents  in 
April  and  9.67  cents  in  May  of  1973.     The  world  price  for  raw  sugar  has 
remained  strong  during  May,  although  it  weakened  some  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  month.     During  the  period  May  1-20,  the  price  ranged  between 
a  high  of  25.25  cents  and  a  low  of  23.50  cents.     On  May  21  the  quotation 
declined  to  2  2.25  cents  and  on  May  22  and  23,  weakened  further  to  22.00 
cents.     On  May  24  the  price  strengthened  to  22.50  cents,  declined  to  21.50 
cents  on  May  28  after  which  a  strengthening  trend  set  in  with  the  price 
at  23.50  cents  per  pound  at  month-end.     In  early  June  the  world  price  followed  a 
strengthening  trend,  rising  from  24.25  cents  on  June  3  to  26.00  cents  on 
June  7  after  which  the  quotation  weakened,  falling  to  22.25  cents  per  pound 
on  June  13.     On  June  17  the  quotation  was  at  24.50  cents  and  for  the  period 
June  1-17  it  averaged  24.36  cents  compared  with  9.72  cents  during  that  period 
of  last  year.

The  West  increased  the  most--10.2  percent, 
followed  by  the  North  Central  up  6.3  percent,  the  South  up  5.2  percent, 
the  mid-Atlantic  up  2.1  percent  and  the  New  England  up  1.3  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1974  deliveries  of  sugar  were  larger  to  all  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1973  quarter,  and  also  larger  to 
all  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.     To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  6.2  percent  while  to  non-industrial  buyers  deliveries 
increased  8.6  percent. 

6.  Through  the  first  six  months  of  1974  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate 
(for  consumption  at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  just  over 
56  million  pounds  or  about  48  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through 
Sept.  30,  1974  and  about  one-third  of  the  1974  calendar  year  quota.
